A bull cam 
paign that artificially sends up the 
price of cotton leads him to unduly 
increase his acreage next year, and 
thereby tends to demoralize the m ar­ 
ket. No bull campaign can be success­ 
fully engineered, he said, while a ten- 
million bale crop is still unmarketed 
and for that reason the farmer rare­ 
ly gets the benefit of the high prices 
forced by such a campaign, which 
must be launched after the crop is 
out of the fan n er’s hands, if the 
farmer could intelligently m arket his
